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Adopted and Filed

Pursuant to the authority of Iowa Code sections 17A.3 and 30.5, the Homeland Security and
Emergency Management Department on behalf of the lowa Emergency Response Commission hereby
amends Chapter 100, “Mission of Commission,” lowa Administrative Code.

This amendment updates the membership of the Commission to accurately reflect lowa Code chapter
30. The amendment includes changes to both state and local agencies as well as private industry
members.

This amendment was approved by the Commission at the scheduled meeting held on October 29,
2015.

Notice of Intended Action was published in the lowa Administrative Bulletin as ARC 2284C on
December 9, 2015. A public hearing was held on December 29, 2015. No public comment was received
during the comment period or during the public hearing. This amendment is identical to that published
under Notice of Intended Action.

The Department of Homeland Security and Emergency Management adopted this amendment on
January 13, 2016.

After analysis and review of this rule making, no impact on jobs has been found.

This amendment is intended to implement lowa Code chapter 30.

This amendment will become effective March 9, 2016.

The following amendment is adopted.

Amend rule 605—100.1(30) as follows:

605—100.1(30) Mission. The lowa emergency response commission (IERC) was created to implement
the Emergency Planning and Community Right-to-Know Act (EPCRA).
The governor appoints one member each to represent department the departments of agriculture and

land stewardship, department-of-employment-services workforce development, homeland security and
emergency management, department-of justice, department-of natural resources, department-of public
defense, department-of public health, departmentof public safety, state-departmentof and transportation,
fire-service-institute-of lowa-State University-of seience-and-technology state fire service and emergency

response council, local emergency planning committee, hazardous materials task force, and the office of
the governor, and twe three members from private industry.

The IERC shall enter into agreements with the department departments of employmentservieces
workforce development, the-department—of natural resources and the-department—of-public—defense

homeland security and emergency management to carry out these the duties allocated to those
departments under lowa Code chapter 30.

This rule is intended to implement lowa Code chapter 30 and1992towa-Aets;-chapterH39.
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
